Editor Journal : — Your viwiting cor- 
rospondont who spent IiIh vacation in 
IJoHton luHt Hnmmer, and kcipt yonr 
icaderB well infoinuxl of the nowB con- 
cerning tho deaf luid dumb of Boston 
and vicinity, hftH (,'one buck where ho 
belongs. And I now return to my 
]K)8t, that/of writing occasionally for 
the JouuNAi,. 

The Boston Deaf-Mnte Society open- 
ed ft vfegular course of lectures, debates 
and 'social gatherings on tho evening 
of the 2d inst, and also continues a 
course of services on Sundays. Pro 
fcHHor Atwood, of Newburypoit, had 
the honor of opening tho lecture, and 
drew a full house, llo gave us an ac- 
count of tho lato teachers' convention 
at Columbus, O., where he was present 
to take a part, !ind dwelt chiefly on the 
sign-languago in comparison with ar- 
ticulation, or lip-roading, and held that 
tho former was preferable and the best 
method. He had little faith in artic- 
ulation, but admitted that it would be 
imi)roved if the introduction of tho 
sign language and tho deaf and dumb 
alphabet, now forbidden, was allowed. 
On the i)th inst, the writer, in re- 
sponse to the invitiition of our com- 
mittee, lectured before tho society on 
the "Evils of Faultfinding and Tale- 
bearing." 

Tho society also gave tho special 
lectures, in compliance with the re- 
quest of the members and friends 
made last Sei)tember. The chief de- 
sire was that wo be favored with a 
lecture from Harry White, a very prom- 
ising yonng gentleman, before ho went 
back to the National Doaf-Muto Col- 
lego, of which ho is a student. On the 
evening of September 4th he loctiirod 
ou the "National Deaf Mute College," 
and on the 11th ulfc. he again delivered 
two separate lectures, one on his "Im 
pressions of Washington City," and the 
other on "Reading." We enjoyed his 
lectures highly. He went back to tho 
collogo on the lOtli nit, aciconi])aniod 
by our best wishes for his future pros 
perity. 

Prof. Job Turner was booked to loc 
turo before the society on the 18th ult., 
but ho afterwards sent word that ho 
could not lecture, owing to his engtvge- 
meritselHewhoro. Mr. George B. Ken 
iston, of Everett, was chosen to fill his 
place. He lectured on "Habits," and 
gav<s us advice as to how to ac(iuire 
good habits, by doing what is good 
and useful. Professor Turner hap 
penod to be in BosUm and found him- 
self disengaged on that very evening. 
He went to the hall to hoar Mr. Ken 
iston's lecture. Prof. Job Tumor was 
engaged to lecture before tho society 
on the Kitii of October. It will prob 
ably be the only lecture he will deliver 
before lu; goes south, and it is hoi)ed 
that tlioro will be a full lionso to hoar 
it. 

On Sunday, October 13th, Mr. John 
O. David, of Amherst, N. H., liold sorv 
ice at tho society's hall in the fore- 
noon, and IVof. Job Tinner oflficiat.<!d 
at St. Paul's (Ei)isc<)pal) Church in tlio 
afternoon. Botli services wf'ro well 
att^-ndod. Professor Turner will go to 
Canada and Nuw York State after his 
coming lecture in Boston, on tho Ifith 
inst., and will be I)ack here on the lOth 
of November lutxt to hold service for 
the UiutoH, which will bo his last sorv- 
i(!o before ho goes south.

NOTES FROM PROP. JOB TURff ER. 

Providence, 11. I., Oct. 15, 1878. 

Mv Dkau l\rii. lliDEu: — Business of 
vital importance brought mo hither 
yesterday from Boston, where I fulfill- 
ed my appointment at St. Paul's 
Churcih last Sunday afternoon. 

After leaving Portland, Mo., on Mon- 
day, October 7th, I «lropped in at Oor- 
ham. Mo., for the night to see Mr. and 
Mrs. Patterson Penny and Miss Bun- 
nell, of Baxton Centre. They are all 
doing well. >Ir. Penny has a comfort 
al)l(! house of his own, and has about 
an acre of land, which he uses as a 
vegetable garden. He also tends two 
Inrgo boihirs in an extensive tivnnery. 
His having purchaso<l the property out 
of his own pocket shows him to" be a 
steady and frugal man worthy of imi- 
tation. 

Ou Wednesdoy, October 9th, I found 
myself in Nowburyport, and made calls 
on Mis. Atwood, Air. and Mrs. l»oor, 
and Misses Coffin and Richardson, all 
of whom I found in good spirits. That 
night llev. Dr. Drown and I would 
have held services in St. Paul's Church 
but for tho storm. The church is very 
ancient, having boon. founded in 1712, 
and has in its possession a sot of sil 
ver communion jiitchors and cups 
which were brought over from England, 
being a present from Queon Anne. 
The Mariner's Society, which was 
founded in that place in 1722, is still 
in existence. That town is tho homo 
of General Caleb Cushing. 

On Thursday, October 10th, I stop- 
pod ovOT at Salom for two hours, and 
called on Mr. and Mrs. .Southwio'f, and 
P. W. Pimkard, whom the Lowell Douf- 
Mute Society often call "Doac(m Pack- 
ard." I found him still sticking strong 
ly to his religious ojmiions. The same 
day my route extended to Boston, an<l 
I found a mail, at No. 27 Appleton 
street, which hatl been awaiting my 
arrival. 

On Priday, October 11th, T was in 
New York to see Ilov. Dr. Gallaudet 
on important business about my go 
ing south again next winter. I called 
upon Misses Middleton an<l Seymour 
at the Home for aged mutes, and also 
MesKrs. Whit8clii( f and Fitzgerald. I 
paid m_v reH})o<-tH to Mr. John Carlin 
and his family, all of whom I found 
very agreeable. I had not ha<l the 
ploasure of seeing him for a long time. 
I found him as smart as ever. He has 
made himself celebrated as a scholar, a 
poet, and an artist. He has delivered 
five fine orations. He told me that he 
was thinking seriously of removing to 
Utica, N. Y., as ho had engaged a stu 
<lio there. Ho said he was taught by 
.Sexias, Clerc, an<l Weld. He called 
Mr. Weld a splendid teiwihor. He wos 
tho first pni)il who entered tho school. 
Ho once went to Paris ami spent some 
months learning more about painting. 
I was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Jam<m 
Lewis for the day, and found their 
homo very pleasant. I spent the even- 
ing at Mr. ]''itzgerald's house, and had 
])leaHant chats with liim, his wife, and

H. always makes himself agrof^able to 
those who moot him. On Saturday 
morning, October 12th, I made my 
way to tho Amoricjin Institute Me- 
chanic E.vhibition, which I, however, 
did not (iujoy long. 

On Saturday night I loft Now York 
for Boston in tho Norwich boat, and 
wo all reached our destination, safely, 
on the next morning. 

On Monday afternoon, October 14th, 
Mr. and Mrs. Homer invitod me to go 
to tho Massachusetts Charitable Me- 
chanic Exhibition, whi<.l, I admired 
more than the other show. I saw 
many now things to interest me. The 
same day I made a pilgrimage to Old 
South Church, where I looked at nuiny 
old llovolutionory relics. During the 
llevolutionary war tho British soldiers 
converted the church iuto a stable. 
In that church Adams and other pa 
triots kindled tho flame which caused 
the llevolutionary war which resulted 
in tho independence of our country. 
There Benjamin Franklin was bap- 
tized. Tho church was saved from 
<lostruction by fire in \HU\ by Isaac 
Harris, whom I knew well in my young- 
er days. Ho used to b« my heighlnir. 
I saw tho private desk of John Han 
cock, one of tho signers of the declara 
tion of independence. I have soon tho 
spot whore lies his body. The man- 
sion where he used to live was juilled 
down several years ago. I cannot for- 
g(!t its appoaranco. I ntiticod a gold- 
heade<l cane which Governcr Bowdoin 
presented to Washington iu 1778. I 
saw a bullet which was titkon out of 
tho body of General Wairen after his 
fall at tho battle of Bunker Hill. Mr. 
John C. Covell, Principal of the West 
Virginia Institute, told mo that ho was 
cousin to Dr. I. C. Warron, son of tho 
General. I saw Major Andre's hair 
that was tak(Mi from his head on dis- 
interment of his body for removal to 
England, after forty years' burial. 

I got sight of a shoe buckle which 
was worn by ouo of Washington's 
guards at the battle of Princeton, N. J. 
I civst my eyes on an ancient, tihair 
that was used in 17f>!? by Rev. .Tohn 
Fairfield, whoso son was Governor 
Fairfield of Maine, who once throateu- 
ed to miike wiu- against the (3anadians, 
who disputed tho northern boundary 
of tho StaU'. Gouoral Scott was sub 
Hoqueutly sent there by President I'olk 
to settle the difficulty, which was after- 
ward adjusted by Daniel Webster and 
Lord Ashburton, both doail. An old 
clock, which was mode in 1779. at- 
tnkcttul my att<mtion. I noticed an 
ancient ])latter which was iisoil in tho 
battle i>f Lexington, in 1775. 

I had tho groat curiosity to look at 
a ]»tur of l)rnsH candloslicks tliat were 
UHixl in the C':itholic church at St. 
Au),'ustino, Pla., at tho church coremo 
nioH which took plaoo soon afUir tlio 
selllomoni, in 1504. I turned my eyes 
to a very old platter, or tin plate, 
which was found in tho first battle of 
tho Amorican llovolution — tho battlo 



of Ijesingt.on. I observed a piece of 
tho wainscoting, of a chamber iu the 
house where Alcjxander Poi)o, the cele- 
brated poet, was born, in 1()88. My 
heart was filled with excitement and 
veneration when I saw an ancient 
spoon mould which was used in 1G2G 
by Humphrey Turner, of whom I am 
the eighth lineal descendant. I saw a 
saucepan, once the property of Benja- 
min Franklin. Major Andre's pockot 
pistol presented itself before rao. 

I came across two ballot boxes 
which wore found in a chest, formerly 
the property of (ioneral Warron, Grand 
Master of tho Masons of MaKsachusotts. 
I looked, with respect, at an old por 
trait of Columbus, the discoverer of 
tho New World, which was found in 
Europe and brought over to Boston. 
I saw an old map of Boston which 
was engraven and published, in 1722. 
Boston was a small town then. An 
elbow chair, 254 years old, without the 
namo of its owner, attracted my atten- 
tion. A piece of Napoleon's tomb at 
St. Helena excited my curiosity. My 
eyes wore drawn to an ancient geog- 
raphy which was printed in Oxford, 
Eng., in 1(525. On its fore cover is 
still seen an appropriate verse : "But 
tho earth abideth forever"- Ecclosiastes 
1:4. I saw an old Bible which was 
printed in England in 1575. Behold 
the word of Gi>d never falls. I felt 
sad while I read an old j)rogrammo of 
order of procession in Boston on the 
occasion of the death of Washington, 
which was printed January Cth, 1800. 

I got sight of a spur which was 
worn by Charles Carroll, of CarroUton, 
one of tho signers of tho Declaration 
of Indopondonco, whose son, or grimd- 
Bon, is now Governor Carroll, of the' 
noble State of Maryland. I believe I 
saw his wife a baby in Stiiunton, Va., 
while I was a teacher in the deaf and 
dumb, and blind institution. I saw a 
picture of General Warren's skull, 
showing bullet holes in tho back of it. 
I noticed his day book showing the 
entry on the anniversary of the Boston 
Massacre, March Gth, 1775, and his 
written oration which he delivered in 
Old South Church on that d.vy. 

I looked with veneration at an old 
prayer book which was tAken out of 
Gouoral Wairen's pocket by a soldier, 
engaged at the battlo of Bunker Hill, 
after lie was slain. A gontloiiian foun<i 
and i)Uichased it in England, and sent 
it to Dr. I. C. Warren, of Boston, in 1778. 
An old Bible, printed in 1734, attract- 
ed my attention. I saw a purse which 
Governor John Hancock gave his serv- 
ant as a present in 1777. I looked, 
with curiosity, at a remnant of the 
torch with which General Putnam 
went into tho wolf's den. A wine 
glass, used by Governor Hancock in 
1770, was shown to me. I saw a rem 
nant of the original flag that hung 
from the Liberty Tree, in Boston, in 
1775. I observed a foatl»(!r fan, made 
on the 4th of July, 1770, by a lady of 
Charleston, S. C, who, desiring to cel- 
ebrate th.it day, killed a turkey, had it 
cooked for dinner, and inatlo this fan. 
I c'.amn across a piUiher and a tin plate 
which came over m the May Flower, 
in 1(!20. 1 saw a canteon, used at Port 
Ticonderogii, on Lake Champlain, in 
1776 ; a cane which was cut by George 
W. I'arko Custis from a tree ]>lanted 
by George Washington, who adopted 
him as a son, if I don't mistake, and 
some silver shoe buckles belonging 
to one of the Tea Party. I would tell 
you more, l)ut as I am afraid yt)U will 
find this lettt!r too long, I will now 
stop writing. I leave liero for Boston 
to-day to deliver a lecture to night.

Editor Journal : — In accordance 
with instructions from the Clerc Lite- 
rary Association of St, Stephen's 
Church, in this city, I. send you, for 
publication in the Journal, a copy of 
resolutions on the deatli of Mr. Joseph 
O. Pyatt, which wore offered, consid- 
ered, and unanimously adojited nt a 
regular meeting of that association, 
hold on Thursday evening, October 
3d. 

I may also be permitted to mention 
that Mr. John Carlin, of New York, in 
accordance with the acceptance of a 
previotis invitation from our associa- 
tion, delivered a well-prepared ami in- 
teresting eulogy on the life and death 
of Mr. Pyatt ou that evening, at the 
rooms of that association, before a 
large and attentive audience, made up 
both of deaf-mutus ami hearing pot>ple. 
His addrt>ss, which wan, in miuiy re- 
siHHita, a most romaikable and valuable 
ono, was listened to throughout with 
great attention, and was highly ap- 
preciated by over.vl»iKl.v iircaciit for its 
clearness and force of expression. 
While Mr. Carlin was delivering it in 
sign language, Mr. Ctouter, a teacher 
in our institution, an<^ a warm jjorson- 
al friend of Mr. Pyatt, spoke from 
manuscript for tho benefit of tho hear 
ing people present. 

Mr. (larhn spoke vrith feelings of 
much emotion and sorrow on tho un- 
expectedly sudden doath of him ho 
lovo<l and" respected so well while he 
was among us, and, at Uie same time, 
paid a t»»ndor tribute of respect and 
affection to the memory of hislifo-long 
friend and schoolmate.' 1 can't here 
givo particulars of what Mr. Ou-lin 
said about his biography, but it is suf- 
ficient to say. on good aiithorilv, tliat 
his address will jirobably be published 
in full in the American Anmd* bofore 
long.

South Weymouth, Mass., Oct 17, 1878. 
15i)iT0R JouuNAL : — It is four weeks 
since I sent you my last letter, and 
just now I will try to contribute sorae- 
thing. 

I have tho pleasure of informing 
you tkat I have visited Marshfield, the 
residence of tlie gi'cat statesman, the 
latti Daniel Webst«r. His son, Fletch- 
er Webster, became the possessor 
of this lu.ansion. Colonel Pletehor 
Webster, I understand, was killed in 
tho late rebellion. Fletcher Webster 
and family wore residents of the man- 
sion at the time of its burning last 
winter. The cause of the fire is still 
unknown. The barn and oftice were 
saved. I brought away several relics 
which are worth keeping. 

After I got through in that town 
tho iron horse took me to Duxbury, 
which is a popular summer resort and 
also noted for ship building, and eiu'ly 
settlers at tho time of the landing of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. While introduc- 
ing my books I found an elderly deaf- 
mute lady. Wo soon fell into conver- 
sation. Sho gave her name as Miss 
Polly Drew. She was a pupil of the 
Hartforil School, under Mr. Weld as 
principal. She said sho had not seen 
a deaf-mute for some thirty years. 
Her age is eighty-five years, and she 
is believed to bo the oldest Hartford 
pupil living. Sho seeniod to take a deep 
interest in the conversation in whicli 
we were engaged. 

I went to tho postoffice, where I 
found that the postmaster was of a 
short stature. His legs are in a do- 
formed condition. He had to travel 
on his knees. Ho has a wife and sev- 
eral children. I relate his deformity 
because I wonder that he can execute 
tho business of a postmaster. He is 
A strong built and good-looking man 

When I finished conversing in that 
place 1 turned my face towards Plym- 
outh again. Upon reaching that 
historic town I becwmo tho guest of 
Qoorge A. Tin-ell. He w.^is a pupil of 
tho Hartford school in 185C. He is a 
boot cutter W occupation. I took 
rooms in the Old Ct)lony House, on 
Cole's Hill, facing the rolling sea shore. 
Mr. Tirrell is employed in a large boot 
manufactory, which was started by 
subscription. The shop is fonr stories 
high, with Mansard roof, and is 80 feet 
long by (iO feet wide. Jones & Co., of 
Boston, were invited to take posses- 
sion of the immense factory. 

When I reached Kingst*in, four 
miles from Plymouth, I went to see my 
old friend Miss Jane Cook, who was 
formerly a pupil of the Hartford 
school. Sho was confined to her b<5d 
with a fever. I believe she is now do- 
ing well. 

I afterwards took a train for Stough- 
ton Centre. I happened to soe Mrs. 
Olive Hayden, at her residence, tho 
mother of the late Othello 1). Hayden, 
a graduate of the High ("'ass at the 
Hartford school. Mrs. Hayden said 
that her sim died of grief b(H>ause he 
could not ent*'r the IXiaf Mute College 
at Washincton. Ho was trying to go, 
but the circumstmiooB of bio mother 
forbade him. Mrs. Hayden has ray 
symjiathy in her loss of a promising 
son. I was told that Mr. Kimball, a 
deaf mute, was in that town a few 
wetiks since. Ho was preaching Ad- 
ventism. Mr. Kimball is not an alum- 
nus of any theological seminary, bnt 
of the Hartford school. He used to 
livi! near Anamostv. la, where he was 
on a farm, but ho sold it after tho 
death of his wife. 

The fourteenth annual fair of tho 
Weymouth Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Society came off on their grounds 
at Soutli Weymouth, two weeks ago. 
The fair continned three days. The 
first «lrty was dovott>d to the playing of 
fire engines. Twenty engines wore en- 
t.ered to compete for prizes of $t'>.')0. (H). 
On that day tho i>resonce of ten deaf 
mutes was notici^able, and two of thorn 
jMuticipatoil at the trial of engines. 

Last week I found myself at East 
Bridgowater, and becAino the guest of 
Mr. Galen Latham, an alumnus of the 
Hartford school, whioli he left in 1850. 
His father is situated on a large and 
valuable farm. He has 4 cows, 2 yokes 
of oxen, 16 sheep, 10 swine, and one 
horse. 

Galen Latham is single, and is in 
the employ of his father. They expect 
to harvest two hundred l>arrel8 of ap 
pies this fall. I was told that apples 
were retiviled there at 75 cents per 
barrel, and windfalls at six cents per 
bushel. 

From there I wont to Bridgowater, 
which is a handsome and thriving 
town of 3,500 inhabitant*. When I 
called at a houses an tUtlorly lady an 
8were«l to my ringing, and I was in- 
vited to tixke a seat.. I was introduced 
to a gentleman who proved to bo Rev. 
Samuel Edsou, of Navasink, N. J. 
Ho told me that he was a student at 
Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., 
twenty-six years Rgo- He said he 
know Rev. 'Thomas Gallaudet and 
had been present when Dr. Gallaudet 
was interpreting his sermons in St 
Ann's Church. Mi' Edson said that 
tho deaf-mutes shoiiKl attend tlio Epis- 
copal church, as they have such ad- 
van tiges in tlio prayer books. He 
puri'habod ono of my books. In the 
afternoon ho took a triiin for New 
York, en route for homo. 

I have been to Boston in order to 
visit tho great fair umler tho auspices 
of the Mas8ac,husetis Cliaritablo and 
Mechanics Association. Tho fair wai< 
opened to tliv i>ubUc ou tho first Monday 
of Soptombor, and closes ou tho 2d of 
November. The exhibits iu every do 
partment are iuteroBting, varied and 
suptirlv It has Uie appearance of the 
late CentonniiJ Exliibitiou, but is 
smaller. 

My father and mother ha've roturn- 
od from a trip to Boston, where they 
spent an afttimoon in visiting tho 
groat fair. They recog*i7,e<l several 
exhibits belonging to South Wey- 
mouth parties. My parents had tho 



pleasure of seeing Prof. Job Turner at 
Bojlston Hall last night Ho was 
giving an account of his southern mis- 
sion, and incidents, before a good 
audience. 

Report has it that tho trustees of 
tho New England Industrial Home 
ai-e making ai-rangomonts for purchas- 
ing a good farm this fidl, which will 
be in working order before long. The 
deaf-mutes express dissatisfaction in 
regard to the postponement of their 
bi ennial convention. Some of them 
propose going to witness tho New 
York convention next summer. 

I take a deep interest in the Jour 
nal. Evei-y deaf mute should sub- 
scribe for it at once.

AT THE CONVENTION. 

We have received a communicAUon 
from Mr. Jolin Dickinson complain- 
ing of the omission of his name from 
the list of representatives at tho Con- 
vention. It seems there is a quarrel 
between ilr. Dickinson on tho ono 
hiuid, and tho NewcoHUe Doaf and 
Dumb Society on tho ottior ; tho form- 
er claiming to have been elected to 
represent Newcastk\ and tho latter 
denying the validity of his olecUon, 
and electing and sending another gen- 
tleman, Mr. Mathoson. Both gentle- 
men came to Glasgow to atttmd the 
Ci)nvention, and as the Managing 
Committee in Glasgow could not en 
tor into the merits of tho dispute, it 
was decided that both should attend. 
Neither gentlemon were personally 
known to tho Managing Committee, 
but the Newcastle Society was known 
through its reports, which were reg 
ularly sent to the Secretary; there- 
fore its representative was recognized. 
Mr. Dickinson may or may not have 
been validly elected ; the omission of 
his name arises solely from inability 
ti judge of his claims.

Tho young man had been one of tho 
first who attended its instrucUons, 
and on his death IkkI urged upon 
those who visited him to value them 
more highly than they had done, for 
ho knew and felt the value of what he 
had been taught The church was 
filled to overflowing. The service was 
choral, appropriate hymns bt ing sung. 
A largo number of deiif and dumb 
were present The whole of the serv- 
ice, as well as the sermon, was inter- 
prete<l to them by their l)olovetl friend 
and teacher, Mr. Ponlston, of Iveeds, 
The Rev. A. T. PuUin selected for his 
text Matt XI : v, "The deaf hoar, .... 
and tho i^oor have the gosj)el preached 
to them." The sermon wixs extem- 
pore, and after explaining the occAsion 
upon which Uio words were spoken, 
and pointing out that they formed an 
appeal of Jesus to the disciples of 
John, and with them to the sccpUcal 
and earnest enquirers of the age, to 
look for the truth and vitality of tho 
Gospel in tho exhibition of works of 
mercy and of charity, which ever man- 
ifest forth tho light that is in its true 
professors, the preue-hor went on to 
give an account of the life and livst 
daj's of tho deceased, relating many 
interesting fiu^ts c<mnected with him. 
He then drew attt^ntion to Uie dan- 
ger of becoming spiritually deaf and 
dumb, how litUe )teople realized tho 
responsibility attached to the full pos- 
session and right use of the faculties 
and senses, which as so many talents 
had been entrusted to them. The 
preacher, illustraUug this, went on to 
show that only in luwven would the 
vision of the prophet bo fully realized 
through the preaching of the Gospel, 
and "The eais of the deaf ha unstop- 
ped and tho tongue of the dumb sing."
